lit nrv Ldbeater testified that be was at the
polls of this division; thete were many chal-
lenges, and when a man wonld say "I vouch
tor this mun," his vote would be. taken; a a
general thing, the oue challenged was not
sworn; but very few were sworn; the Republi-
can inspector, Mr. Palmer, na. threatened with
being torn oui ot the window and having a head
put on him, if he did not quit ch:tlleiiginr;
there whs a considerable crowd about the polls
and many strangers during the day ; the

relused to ass-es- s witness: when he
offered to vote he was told that he lived in
the Sixteenth ward; tio had his vouchers there
